—The house of the Missouri legisla­ 
ture this afternoon engrossed the 
second tax increase measure to pro­ 
duce the revenue for the state sur­ 
vey commission program. 
The bill 
which would double the state cor­ 
poration and franchise tax, went 
over overwhelmingly as did the in­ 
come tax increase measure yester­ 
day. 
The house ordered the bills 
engrossed 102 to 27. 


JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., Feb. 11. 
—Continuing consideration of the 
taxation and revenue producing bills 
for the program of the state sur­ 
vey commission for improvement of 
Missouri’s eleemosynary, penal and 
educational institutions and rural 
schools, the house of the legisla­ 
ture today took up the measures to 
increase the state corporation fran­ 
chise tax. 
After fighting off all attempts of 
city members to effect changes or 
put over amendments altering the 
bill increasing the state income tax 
on a graduate basis ranging from 
one-half to four and one-half per 
cent, the lower branch of the as­ 
sembly late yesterday ordered the 
proposal engrossed 
by 
an 
over­ 
whelming oral vote, engrossment of 
the measure came after an entire 
afternoon and an hour of debate 
during the morning. 
With 
rural 
members 
lined 
up 
solidly behind the survey program 
and proposals, the first bill was 
sent on its first step towards final 
passage without hesitation. 
Several roll

amendments showed between 94 and 
100 favorable votes for the propos­ 
al, to some thirty-two in opposition, 
as an indication of the strong senti­ 
ment in the house in favor of the 
survey program.

deans of the various schools of the 
university, together 
with 
various 
members of the hoard of curators, 
and C. H. Fulton, director of the 
Rolla School of Mines, and mem­ 
bers of the board of curators of 
that institution, made up the dele­ 
gation. 
The Univ’ersity of Misouri has re­ 
quested an appropriation of $6,957,- 
042 for intra-mural activities, or for 
the university proper. 
The state 
tax commission budget has reduced 
its 
recommendation to $2,434.700. 
The 1929 legislature appropriated 
$2,529,450. 
These figures do not 
include extra-mural activities, such 
as extension work, and other sim­ 
ilar activities. 
The university Is 
asking $4,375,404 for maintanance 
and $3,684,703 for new buildings 
and extra-mural activities. 
Of this 
latter $2,575,500 is for new build­ 
ings and land, but the tax commis­ 
sion makes no recommendation for 
any new buildings, because of a 
lack of state revenue. 
The School of Mines and Metel- 
lurgy has requested an appropria­ 
tion of $1,408.173 for 1931-32, while 
the

only $550,000 in the budget. The last 
legislature appropriated $569.950.

:The elephant, Dr. Torrey is quoted as 
saying, is intelligent and canny, often 
trampling his v ictim into the ground, re­ 
turning later to tramp his clothing out of 
sight. 
The rhinoceros is a silly old beast 
with no sense whatev er and charges lik e 
a huge w^ar tank . All that is necessary is 
to jump out of his direct path. Lions are 
not as dangerous as they are reputed to 
be, with the exception of a lioness with 
her cubs. A lion often attack s his v ictim, 
giv ing one bite and then leav ing him. The 
w ild buffalo has k illed more hunters than 
any other animal in Africa. 
Since Dr Torrey k nows his elephants 
and his lions and his buffalos in their na­ 
tiv e haunts, his 
statements 
relativ e to 
them are out of 
personal 
experience. 
Myths regarding wild animals in Africa 
hav e been shattered since camera-hunters 
w ent on safari in the Dark Continent.

FACTS ABOUT LIGHTNING 
While dangerous at times, lightning is 
a great benefactor of mank ind, says K. 
B. McEachron, research engineer for the 
General Electric Company. 
It produces, 
free of charge, he points out, about a 
hundred million tons of fixed nitrogen 
yearly ov er the earth's surface. 
Some of our old ideas about lightning 
are still good, too, he says: 
"One old 
idea about protection from lightning is 
that it is not wise to stand in an open 
doorway or near an open window during 
a lightning-storm. 
It has been prov ed 
in sev eral different ways, says Mr. Mc­ 
Eachron, that lightning can be blown and 
mov ed from its path by wind. 
This is 
possible because much lightning consists 
of a succession of discharges too rapid 
for the eye to distinguish, but not too 
rapid for the wind to blow along. 
"Recently a photograph was tak en of 
a bolt of lightning passing near a large 
radio transmission tow^er, which shows 
v ery clearly the strok e being mov ed in its 
path some little distance. 
For that rea­ 
son it is not wise to stand in an open 
doorway or near an open window, for if 
lightning should strik e and be blown by 
the wind in the direction of the person 
standing, it might prov e fatal. 
Such in­ 
stances, howev er, are rare. 
"Another old idea concerns the lightn­ 
ing rod. 
This v ery v aluable instrument 
came into disrepute a number of years 
ago through the high-pressure methods of 
trav eling salesmen. 
Howev er, it is a fact 
that a good lightning rod, properly install­ 
ed, will protect a structure ninety-nine 
times out of a hundred and prev ent fire 
and property damage. 
It is especially 
true that lightning rods are well worth 
while on isolated buildings, such as farm­ 
houses and barns. 
"Lightning seldom damages buildings 
in cities, because most of them are con­ 
structed on a heav y steel frame which 
acts as a perfect ground for the lightn­ 
ing. 
Then, too, there are plenty of water 
pipes and 
steam 
pipes 
all 
leading to 
ground and mak ing a v aluable protection. 
Sev eral times the Equitable Building in 
New York City was struck by lightning, 
and in one instance in its frantic effort to 
reach ground, the discharge chipped off 
a large chunk of stone and bounced into 
busy Broadway below. 
A ground copper 
strip encircling the top of the building 
was installed, and from that day to this, 
lightning has been discharged harmlessly.

INCOME TAX FACTS 


N o 9 
All net income .up 
to 
$5,000, 
whether actually earned or not, is 
considered earned income for the 
purpose of the 25 per cent credit. 
Howev er, thousands of returns are 
receiv ed 
showing net income in 
excess of $5,000, part of which was 
earned Income and part of which 
was not earned. Following is an ex­ 
ample of how to compute correctly 
the tax on such a return: 
A taxpayer, married and with no 
dependents, receiv ed in 1930 a sal­ 
ary of $4,000, and from a real estate 
transaction made a net profit of 
$4,000. His personal exemption is 
$3,500. The tax rate is 1% per cent 
on .the. first $4,000 In excess of such 
exemption, and 3 per cent on the 
remainder:

This flower talk is a continuation 
of yesterday’s, and relates to the 
question of whether it is best to 
prune the Ev ergreens. 
.e pines do not demand prun­ 
ing, in fact they do better without 
pruning.

2080 bu siness failu res, w ith total li­ 
abilities of $52,000,000. 
There are drainage bonds in de­ 
fau lt to the extent of $20,000,000, he 
said, adding tha t du ring the last 
fou r years 26,000 farms were sold 
for taxes or for mortgages. 
Last March, he said, the re were 
$20,000,000 delinqu ent taxes on the 
book s

The program proposes to spend
